“ Make sure all who occupy high 
governmental positions of power 
where policy is made and adminis­ 
tered must be imbued and have a 
deep affection for our basic Amer­ 
icanism. 
"Second,

priation, taxation, bureaucracy and 
personnel should be no larger than 
is necessary to support our armed 
forces and carry on the absolute 
essentials at home. 
"Third, when this war shall have 
passed, it might be well for our 
people to adopt a requirement that 


hereafter in times of peace no con­ 
gress shall be permitted to make an 
appropriation for which it does not 
have the necessary taxation to pay 
for that appropriation, either cur­ 
rently or within a period of not 
more than 25 years.” 
Oppose Salary Limitation 
The Chamber indorsed the pay- 
as-you-go plan of federal income 
tax collection and its directors op­ 
posed the $25.(100 salary limitation 
approved by President Roosevelt. 
George B. Chandler, executive 
vice president of the Chamber, as­ 
serted yesterday a million1 federal 
employes could be transferred to 
military service or war production. 
Urging the government cut its 
manpower need® to an “absolute 
minimum,” Chandler said in his 
report “there are more than half 
as many federal employes sitting 
at desks in Washington, and else­ 
where, as there are enrolled in the 
army.”

DOLF H ITLER is w astin g no m ore tim e w ith 
the m yth of sovereign ty In unoccupied F rance 
The Vichy “govern m en t” sim ply Is brushed aside; 
its u sefu ln ess Is ended. T he conqueror of F rance 
m ust now defend it—a il of it. 
H itler's m ost u rgent need is to counter th e blow 
being prepared for him In A frica. H e has lo st the 
advantage th is tim e of strik in g first w hile the op­ 
position w as looking th e other way. T he A frican 
m ove by the United S tates, follow ing B ritain's suc­ 
cessfu l drive In Egypt, caught H itler napping. T his 
tim e the too-little-too-late curse hangs over h is head, 
instead. 
Unoccupied F rance w as supposed 
to 
block the 
w ay to the G erm an frontier. For m ore than tw o 
years H itler sought to fool h is en em ies with the 
m yth of French sovereign ty and the possibility of 
F rench resistan ce to their arm ed force. The gam e w as 
played so w ell that alm ost everybody was m isled, 
but chiefly H itler, him self. 
It is plain now that by pretending to b eiie»e in 
the m yth of French sovereign ty the United S ta tes 
outw itted H itler at b ls own gam e. W hen he real­ 
ized that U nited S tite s troops w ere “violatin g F rench 
neu trality” by landing In F ran ce’s A frican territory, 
it w as too late to stop them . 
T here rem ained nothing to do but abandon the 
pretext and occupy the rem ainder of F rance In prep­ 
aration for the invasion he hoped to forestall.

q ILVER is becom ing a m ore precious m etal In Its 


own right, asid e from Its legally bolstered value 
as m onetary m etal and Its d esirability as a decora­ 
tive m etal. It is In great dem and for war produc­ 
tion, ch iefly as a su b stitu te for copper, w hich Is 
w ell along the w ay to becom ing a precious m etal, 
itself. 
T here naturally is ex citem en t over the fact that 
a vast am ount of silv er w hich could be put to prac­ 
tica l u se in war production is im m obilized by law In 
treasu ry vau lts. A bill has been Introduced in con­ 
g ress to break dow n legal barriers ag a in st Its use, 
and it is predicted by the know ing th at as soon as 
electio n s are out of the way the bill will be the 
issu e In a knock-down-and-drag-out debate, w ith the 
sen ate silver bloc on the d efen sive. 
T his is all very in terestin g In its way, but the 
idea becom es m ore in terestin g w hen one Im agines 
w hat m ight happen if gold suddenly w ere to becom e 
useful in the war effort, too. Gold con tinu es to be 
in dem and for ornam entation, dental repair and a 
probable m etal base for m oney lf thin gs ever settle 
down again to a point perm itting people to ponder 
studiously over what lies burled In the ground at 
Fort Knox, Ky. Hut the tim e m ay be coining when 
m etals, to be really precious, w ill have to be In de­ 
m and, also, for m anufacturing bomb n oses, gunfire 
recoil m echanism , engine bearings and brazing a l­ 
lo y s—to nam e a few of the vital u ses for silver.

Freak Famine Of Bread May Sweep OverU.S. 
With Flour Business Near Virtual Deadlock 


By The Aseoeiated Preei. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 13 — With flour 
business In many sections of the 
country near virtual deadlock, a 
freak national famine of bread­ 
stuff could develop, milling trade 
reports indicated today, unless a 
unique wheat-flour price squeeze 
growing out of the anti-inflation 
program Is relieved soon. 
It is inconceivable th at a short­ 
age of flour could occur, millers 
here said, in view of the record 
wheat surplus glutting storage fa­ 
cilities, but trade 
reports 
show 
flour sales are lagging and at no 
time since establishm ent of ceil­ 
ings Oct. 3 have they been up to 
the natibn’s milling capacity. 
Many mills are reported unable 
and unwilling to sell flour, some 
refusing to take orders because 
they said, the relationship between 
wheat prices and flour ceilings re­ 
sults in loss from operations or 
does not permit sufficient margin. 
There is no ceiling on wheat 
prices, which are more than 30 


cents a bushel below parity. Whole­ 
sale and retail bread prices have 
been limited since spring under 
the general ceiling order. 
Some relief is in the offing, 
milling interests 
reported. Many 
millers have protested to W ash­ 
ington price control officials and 
the trade is filled with reports 
th at the government 
is 
getting 
ready to act, possibly to bring in­ 
to operation a far-reaching plan 
involving an additional subsidy to 
producers of wheat. 
They point 
out that the tem porary flour cell­ 
ing expires early in December and 
that some relief may be afforded 
by the perm anent limit.
